Mr. Dillon moved that the request of 


John F. Getz & Co., in reference to 
doing ambulance work, be accepted, 
Mr. Getz to be subject to the orders of 
Fire Chief Williamson. 


Mr. Osborn, in reference to the invi- 


tation of the Trades and Labor Assem- 
bly, to participate in the parade, moved 
that conncil turn out as a body on foot. 
The motion was lost, Messrs. Dillon,

Mr. Anderson said his company 


would agree to limit the price for 
'phones to §2 a mouth for business 
houses and §1.60 per month to resi- 
dences. Their service, he said, would 
be first-class. They would put in oop 
per circuits and would supply each sub- 
scriber with a long distance telephone 
instrument, thus enabling them to hear 
more distinctly. As stated in the coun- 
cil report, the matter was referred mi 
til the next meeting. 


In conversation with a reporter, Mr. 


Anderson said the Lawrence Telephone 
company was incorporated under the 
laws of Kentucky. It now had an in- 
dependent line at Ashland and was 
rapidlyproceeding with the construction 
of one in Ironton. 
If they secured £ 


franchise here they would at once be 
gin an active canvass for subscribers 
Each man subscribing for a telephone 
would be given an opporfcunty to take 
stock in the new company. 
If enough 


subscribers were secured the work of 
constructing the line would be begun 
at once. 
Mr. Anderson said the new 


line could be constructed and put in use 
for $15,000 on the outside—possibly 
for §14,000. He thought it would be 
a little gold mine for subscribers and 
cited the Ashland company, whioh he 
said was now paying three per cent, 
dividends quarterly. 
He said that it 


was only in rare cases that the com- 
panies failed to pay. 


Mr. Anderson's ideas all look very 


well on paper. It remains to be seen 
whether or not he can demonstrate to 
the satisfaction of local business men 
that hii ideas are practicable.

Newspaper Writer. 


HUNTING GOLD LIKE A LOTTEBY. 


Mao Who Goes There In Searcli of 


th» Precious Bletal Doe* So at. the Ex- 
peas* of III* Health—Some Adventur- 
ers Strike It Rich, While Others Fail 
to Find a Single Nugget. 
San Francisco, Sept. 2.—The Bulle- 


tin has received a letter from Charles 
•Halnes, dated Dawson City, July 26. 
Mr. Haines is a well known newspaper 
•writer and his letter is the first wiillen 
by a trained newspaper man to come 
out of the Klondyke gold regions. He 
says: 


"The rich diggings have been com- 


paratively idle during the summer, al- 
though the output from Eldorado and 
Bonanza, creeks was famous and there 
is plenty of gold in sight. There is 
every prospect of an immense output 
of gold from this district next spring. 


"The total output of gold this sea- 


eon is, as near as I can judge, about 
$7,000,000, but very little ground has 
been worked and the dumps will, like 
eome of the tailings of old California 
placers, pan out thousands of dollars 
^vhen worked with improved machin- 
ery. 


"The placers are the most puzzling 


and deceiving I have ever seen. Im- 
agine a man. working on good 'color' 
and finding the ground worth only a 
few dollars per day, and then turning 
to a waste of mud and moss with no 
surface indications and unearthing a 
bonanza. That is the situation here 
and all over Alaska. 


"The -man who comes here to mine 


does so at the expense of health and 
happiness, and it is with him a ques- 
tion o£ getting a fortune Quickly ox 
scores of men who can weigh their 
gold by the bucketfull and who value 
their claims at millions. 


"Four hundred valuable 'diggings 


are stretched along creeks, and every 
digging is a -fabulous mine of gold, yet 
there are weary men who -have gone 
and returned to Dawson after search- 
ing the great country hereabout and 
never a nugget do they show for their 
toil, their long tramp over broken 
ground and into a country whose dis- 
advantages are exceeded by no other 
place on earth. This Alaska north- 
west territory is an odd prize drawing 
proposition that I can liken to noth- 
ing that admits of a better comparison 
than a lottery. 


"A number of spots are selected on 


the creeks and rivers, and for one year 
the miner labors. The year closes, the 
•water runs and the season's output 
barely pays expenses. Not two miles 
away from the unfortunate one -works 
a man who has taken from an unin- 
viting bit of earth a sack full of gold. 
The lucky one did not strike the pock- 
et because of his ability as a miner, 
chance favored him and that was all. 
In short, the miner guesses at it, and 
locates aay and 
everywhere. In 19 


cases out of 20 he misses it and has 
to wait another year for a new trial. 


"Dawson is merely a collection of 


log huts, swoons and a mass of tents, 
about GOO in number. "When the long 
nights come and the glass goea down 
to 65 degrees below zero there will bo 
intense suffering here and I shudder to 
think of the results. 


"Provisions are 
going to be very 


scarce, and there is little renson to 
doubt that the entire town will have 
to go on short rations during the win- 
fcer and that scurvy will be rampant. 
The gold that will go down the river 
for San Francisco and 
Seattle will 


amount to 52,000,000. There 13 a lot 
of gold that will remain in camp, for it 
used as an equivalent of money and 
da legal tender at $17 per ounce. 


"0! the 3,000 or 4,000 inhabitants, 


only a couple of hundred at the most 
have made big strikes. There is plenty 
of work at from ?15 to ?20 per day, and 
many men have paid $2.50 or les" for 
living and saved the balance. Reports 
of other strikes 
are 
constantly re- 


ceived here, and many are authentic, 
so 'far as Stewart and Polly . ivers are 
concerned, but nothing like so rich as 
the 
Klondyke have been 
reported. 


Quite a number of people arc prepar- 
ing to leave hfre for Junenu, in case 
the steamers can not get through with 
provisions, and the outlook for a good 
grub supply is not encouraging.

ash in the factory. 


He testified to finding in the morn- 


ing near the vat into which he had put 
the potash on the night before a mass 
of slimy brown matter in which he 
found pieces of bone and pieces of a 
substance which he took to be flesh. 
Luetgert told him to take the stuff 
away and throw it around the yard, 
hut instead of doing this he dumped 
it all in one place

They well remember 'her numerous 


visits to the camps In Virginia, the 
light that accompanied her, the cheery, 
joyous nature which softened every 
heart; the 'happy effect of the glovrtng 
face anfl sweet voice 'by the side of the 
wounded or the homesick boy. 
Bhe 


was the ideal mother; so when her 
"baiby -boy died in camp the whole regi- 
ment mourned with her, and provided 
a guard to carry the remains lovingly 
to Ohio for interment. 


She was at home during the bloody 


Antietam campaign in 1862, in which 
the Twenty-third suffered so severely, 
•her own husband being among tho 
wounded. With what promptitude she 
made 'her way to the scene of action, 
with what energy she prosecuted her 
senrch for days through the various 
•hospitals for her husband, and then 
when he was found how unselfishly 
were her ministrations bestowed upon 
all who suffered. 
She remained until 


the otherwounded members of the reg- 
iment were able to 'be moved to Ohio; 
then, after the farewell visit to the \ 
battlefield, she started -for Ohio with [ 
the convalescing officers and men of 
the regiment, accompanied by one as- 
sistant, and succeeded in placing them 
in their homes after a memorable trip. 


She aiterward spent the winters ot 


1862-63 and 1853-64 with the regiment 
in camp, only leaving after the regi- 
ment ihad started on -the memorable 
Sheridan campaign in 1864, when, with 
the sick, wounded and noncombatants, 
she returned to Ohio, the regiment be- 
ing cheered by the farewell In her own 
rich tones, which were wafted to them 
as they ascended the mountains of 
Virginia. And at the close, when the 
plaudits of a grateful people greeted 
the returning veterans in the capital— 
the capital of a nation 
indeed—she 


•was there witnessing the bearing of 
her own brave boys in the glowing 
pride of a true mother.
